So what happens when you try something new or expand on something you've done 
before? Take a look at the Warp spred tunks, Laura Bryant started with stockinette 
stripes, then inserted 3 ripple row every 8th row, then every 6th, every 4th, and finally every 
Other row. The stripes morph into zigzags that become sharper as you progress, and the 
fabric narrows organically to shape the tunic/dress, We offer both 4- and 7‘Color optior^Sj 
but you could choose any number of colors and make each stripe any depth you like. 

In Rippie effecti, Kathy ZImms.rmon shows how a shift in stitch pattern affects the look 
of a simple cardigan silhouette, and Tuiiy sets the ripple on ds side, leaving an 

Accentor} stripes worked in cOntrastiing g-arter s-titch. Against the neutral Color of the body, 
the colored ripple is a great foil for contrasting button-s that replace the side warns.

When the yarns arrived, I took a deep breath because I would be knitting with yams 
I wouldn't ordinarily choose. I discovered a few things about glitzy yarns: Let the 
yarn speak for its^elf — complicated s-titches and irrtrkate techniques aren't neces- 
sary or even deiir'^d, as they get lost in the stitchwork. 

I wantad to ineorporate Creative short rows. Once the two pdentiGal center panels 
vw^re coinpletied and one was sent off, I continued planning the sides to complete 
my from, 

Since I'm vt&uai, I work, out my design ideas as graphics- 1 can mb and match pieces 
I've photographed and scan them into the computer from my actual swatches. 

I decided to keep the sides simpie arid followed a theme of simple one-row and 
two-row stockinette stripes. The final prece was very much as I had envisioned, and 
I was tempted lo finish the bac k and keep it for tnyself. 

When the front was letunred for completion of the top for publication in this Issue, 
I worked the back center panel much like the front, but only used one color for the 
short-row wedges.

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KARIKHS APPROACH 

Since I was ihe official falter In the group/ ^ was to felt my panels. 

I had The benefit of being the owner of a ysm company with access to 
ydrn -and felting flbei, SO I was abl€ to ChoOse my Own Colors. 1 didn't 
realize this was a bervefit at the time, as I thought euerybody was able tc 
choose their own colors for the first panel, but apparently not! 



I want^ my felted panels to match the yarn being v$#d For the i^nit 
sides, so thai the two would blend nicely. I decided to use one of Schop- 
pel“s beautiful merino rovings that coordinate with his whole line of 
pre-felted rn. and the Z>suberball tine. This wn^uld lesw tots of opEroni 
on how to finish the sides of the panels., 

I also would be usinig Artfigit’^ paper for the felting. Artfelt^ is the newest 
method of felting that combir^es the best attributes of needle felting, 
wet felting, and Fulling. Using this method, a felter can s^ve hours in 
labor and cr^te detailed designs that wogid be very hard to create with 
any other fehing method. 

For the first panel, I chose ^ colorway called Hot to Trot' that has red 
and hot pink In ife and made a single feJied panel to send off to one of 
my fellow presenterl. I rnads it, assembled the matching yarrs, and 
sent it on Its w£^, then laftona trip I had scheduled. 

When [ reiurred home, the panel from another presenter had arrived. 
Even though | still needed to create a second panel tor my own front, i 
worked on the panel that had been sent to me. For some reason, in my 
mind — I felt the need to create the entire piece —front panel, back 
panel, sides, and sleeves for my own design. 

So 1 gave it a shot. 

I had been felting with cashmere/silk blend fibers, and really liked 
how the soft felt caresses the body— it is so indulgent next to the 
skin— so I went that route for my panels. Using SchOppel Cashmere 
Queen Roving limited my color choices if J wanted it to coordinate 
with the pre-felted yarn from the line. I went with purple, sand, 
and cream. Mot being exciting enough for my taste, 1 decided to 
?dd b$ads to mak« it truly special. So t felted strands of Schuiarra 
Kid-Seta Pearl — a kid mohair and silk blend with Murano beads 
strung throughout — into the center panel. 1 deliberately placed 
the cotored roving to create verticelity. The end result is more 
beautiful than J actually had artiidpaied, whkh gave me the energy 
and encouragement to actually get this piece finished... all i part&! 
Fortunately the center panels only took a few hours to create usiiig 
the Artfelt^ method, so I still had the whole week ahead of me to 
knit. And knit. And knit.

I 
tHey>am with bead^in the panel so I thought i could carry them throughout 
the piece. My Nerntion was to work ihem along with the cream stripes while 
knitting the then use the yarn double stranded in an open-stitch pet- 
tern — not iacG, but a very loose stockinette for the sleeves. 

First -aff, when in a rush^ don't reinvent the wheel. Garter stitch, one of my 
favorSe stitches — is fast, and I like to get things done quickiy — wouid be my 
stitch of choice. Working from the center panel oui I cou td add visually pleas- 
ing stripes snd perhi<ps, oti the sides, use short rows to break up the panels 
and ^dd a iittie flare tp the bnttdm nr the piece. 

I know darker colors dont throw as many shadows, thus they are more slim- 
ming, so I thought I vvould use the dark purple on the sides of the body, but 
my center panel had the dark purple towardi the outside. Hmmm.,,should 
have planned better. So I started with the dark purple for a few rows, switched 
to the sand,, then the cream wfth the beads mixed in, then back to san-d, then 
back to th^dark purple. Being a little l^zy, :1 decided noi to create an ^ddiflonai 
panel but to work around the side to the back. Myra was so encouraging in 
her book — to be creative and thiokoui$ifle the box, that I thought thi$ would 
be perfect. I worked short tows between the front side and the back side 
panels to create sonne flare. 

But when I bound off after completing the back side, I realized the shoit- 
row section was way too stiff. The garter stitch created mini wings at the 
hips — quite the opposite of what I had wanted — even after bbckingl So I 
tore back and replaced the garier short nows with stockinette. This evened 
out the piece, but put me behit^d schedule. 

After compieting one side to suit me, the other side was a breeze, for me. 
garter stEtch and cashmere are a dream corriibo come true — no real thinking 
involved while I knit, and the caishmere rur^s through the fingers like butter. 

I was feeling awesome! All i had to do was attach the sides and knit the 
sleeves. In myeyes^ the sleeves, would be a breeze. But attaching the sides to 
the felt was not. 

I am very particular about how my pieces look o?i the inside. The biggest 
compliment 3 can get is wearing a sweater Inside- oirt and everyone taking 
half a da^ io notice that it fs in&fcde out. So it took quite a few tiies to get the 
join just wher$ I wartiad it — i'eamlasson the outside, very nice (pot perfect, 
though)- on the insifido- 

On Day 6, when ASKED for the piece— I responded that I was going to puih 
the deadline toth^ limit. ..ond so i did. Sadly, my sleeves were not looking as 
they should so I ended up sending the piece — front, back, and sides all done, 
hut sleeveless. 

But the experience did rot end sa dly StElches Midwest was a blast with Jenny, 
Judith, and Myra on stage— i seldom get to do such creative things! 

I recommend Myra's book to everyone— it instills tht CTig^tiv^ aspect of knit- 
ting, crocheting, weaving, felting — any kind of fiber arts — into a person. It's 
ok TO try something new...
